SPARKS FROM MARK: 

As I mentioned last week in my "Sparks" 
column and in the announcements at liturgy that 
my focus for the next several months will be on 
the liturgy and in particular the scared 
furnishing used in our celebration of the 
Eucharist, the Altar, Ambo (lectern). Baptismal 
Font, and Tabernacle. I will be using several 
sources, but the main source will be the 
Bishop's document Built of Living Stones, 
which came out in 2000. 

The word liturgy comes from the Greek word 
(leitourgia), meaning a public work or a service 
in the name of or on behalf of the people. In our 
Christian tradition, the word the liturgy simply 
means the participation of the People of God in 
the work of God. It is through the liturgy that 
Christ; our Redeemer continues the work of our 
redemption in, with, and through his Church. 
When we celebrate the Liturgy, we are joined to 
Christ and are made one with all the saints and 
angles transcending both time and space. 


The word Church is derived from two Greek 
words (ekklesaia) meaning "assembly of 
citizens" and (kyriakon) meaning "the Lord's 
house". In our Christian tradition, we see the 
Church as the temple of God, built of living 
stones. So in essence, the Church building in 
which we worship our God becomes for us both 
the house of God on earth and at the same time 
the house that reflects the Church as the 
dwelling place in heaven. The Church teaches 
that the Kingdom of God is present in the here 
and now and yet at the same time, the Kingdom 
of God in its fullness has yet to come. 

Through the Church, God continues to form 
us as his holy people becoming the living stones 
through our relationship with Christ and one 
another. As the Church, we are called to 
worship the Father in spirit and in truth. As the 
Church, we gather each Sunday to keep Holy 
the Sabbath day as we are taught in the Ten 
Commandments. 

The Church also sees Sunday as being the 
eighth day or the day Christ's Resurrection. We 
gather as the Church on this eighth day, the new 
day to pray together, to receive the sacraments, 
and to celebrate the Eucharist, the source and 
summit of our lives as Christians. 

It is through the Church and her liturgy that 
we are connected and grounded to the mission 
of Christ, the sharing and proclamation of the 
Good News with those we encounter in our 
daily lives.
